154, 155-159, 160, 169-171, 172-178, 179-190, drawn to a composition comprising a vector 
delivery structure, wherein the binding protein in REP 68 or REP 78 . and methods of in vitro 
transformation and ex vivo treatment of a subject, classified in class 514, subclass 2+ for 
examination. This election is made without traverse. 

The Examiner has required the Applicant to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution of claims 179-190. 

In response to the Examiner's requirement, Applicant elects a normal p47 phox gene. 
Claims 179-181 and 188 read on the elected species.
